Commercial Radio Christian ministers constantly 
attack Akomfo as dirty, illiterates, evil practitioners and demon worshipers during their so called 
radio evangelism ministrations. All these been false allegations and accusations. 

Historical records of the important role of the Okomfo as being a spiritual eye and support for the 
founding of many communities in Ghana and as protectors of the culture together with traditional 
leaders abound. With the so called civilization today which is translated via the use of the 
term.. "modern world". ...respect for the traditions and community leaders is under heavy attack. 
Recent events in Ghana can be cited as an example where a Christian minister Owusu Bempah 
publicly attacked the great Asante kingdom and its leaders by making challenging and 
disrespectful remarks about the King of Asante.
